The city council yesterday voted 
to advertise for bids on m aterials 
to improve streets that do not come 
under the state’s motor fuel tax 
street program. 
Only streets 
approved by the 
state as arterial thoroughfares can 
use motor fuel tax funds; so the 
city council is starting out on an 
ambitious program to improve oth­ 
e r streets in the city with city 
sales tax funds. 
The council is earm arking $2,000 
from each sales tax check receiv­ 
ed to carry on this street program. 
The city started collecting a half- 
cent sales tax on transactions in 
September and last Saturday re­ 
ceived its second check from the 
state-—the check for October busi­ 
ness. 
To Open Bids Feb. 7 
Under this plan of taking out 
$2,000 each month for improving 
streets, the city will be able to 
spend about $20,000 on them thru 
September of this year. 
The notice of letting, which will 
be published in its entirety in a 
day or two, calls for opening of 
bids at the next council meeting— 
at I p. rn. Tuesday, Feb. 7. 
There are three proposals upon 
which contractors will bid, and the 
council will accept the one it thinks 
best for the city. 
There was quite a bit of business 
at yesterday’s meeting.
